REMARKS 

I. Status of the Claims 

Pending claims 1-32 have been rejected. New claims 33-46 are added herein. 

II. Information Disclosure Statement 

The Examiner indicated that "the document entitled 'Sunday Cruddy Sunday' has 
not been provided to the examiner for review so it has not been considered." See Office action at 
page 2, Applicants provide herewith a copy of the Simday Cruddy Sunday reference for the 
Examiner's convenience, and respectfully ask that the Examiner consider it. 

But Applicants submit that no fee is due in connection with this courtesy copy of 
the reference because Applicants provided the Sunday Cruddy Sunday reference before issuance 
of a first Office action in this application. Applicants enclose herewith a copy of a postcard 
indicating that all seven (7) references listed on the Information Disclosure Citation submitted on 
July 10, 2003 (which include the Sunday Cruddy Sunday reference) were received by the U.S. 
Patent and Trademark Office. 

Applicants thus respectfully ask that the Examiner consider the Sunday Cruddy 
Sunday reference listed on the PTO Form 1449 and indicate the same by signing, initialing, 
dating, and returning a signed copy of the PTO Form 1449 with the next Office action. 
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III. Reiections Under 35 U.S.C. § 102 

The Examiner has rejected claims 1-32 under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) "as being 
anticipated by DeLorme et al. (5948040)." See Office action at pages 2-3. Applicants 
respectfully traverse these rejections. 

Claim 1 is directed to a method that includes, among other things, (1) receiving, 
over a network, an indication that an identifier presented by another has been selected, (2) 
providing data indicative of an arrangement for ground transportation associated with an event, 
and (3) receiving data descriptive of an order for a seat on a bus, a motor coach, or a van for 
carriage between a stop and said event. 

Applicants respectfully submit that the DeLorme reference does not disclose or 
suggest receiving data descriptive of an order for a seat on a bus, a motor coach, or a van for 
carriage between a stop and an event. As the Examiner notes on page 2 of the Office action, 
DeLorme discloses a system that allows a consumer to buy or obtain tickets to an event, and also 
has the ability to link with service providers to enable the consumer to secure a reservation for 
transportation to the event. But DeLorme does not disclose or suggest receiving data descriptive 
of an order for a seat on a bus, motor coach, or van. 

In describing DeLorme, the Office action at page 2 states that the reference 
discloses that "[t]he consumer can secure [an] airline flight reservation and then choose an option 
for ground transportation (for example see column 18, lines 40-end)." Applicants respectfully 
submit, however, that DeLorme (and in particular, column 18, lines 40-end of DeLorme) does 
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not disclose or suggest all of the features of claim 1. DeLorme at column 18, lines 40-end 

describes, in relevant part, Figure IB of the reference, but does not disclose or suggest receiving 

data descriptive of an order for a seat on a bus, a motor coach, or a van: 

The FIG. IB output was generated by a hypothetical TRIPS user who 
intended to be driven from his or her home in Knox, Ind. to O'Hare 
hitemational Airport in Chicago, 111. to catch an airline flight. The entire 
joumey could further include renting a car, attending an event, staying for 
some time in a hotel, return flight and public transportation back from an 
area airport to home in Knox. ... 

And column 19, lines 9-10 of DeLorme makes clear that the "hypothetical TRIPS user" 

described in column 18 "had already personally decided to be driven to the airport by a family 

member. ..." Because DeLorme does not disclose or suggest each and every feature of claim 1, it 

does not anticipate claim 1. Applicants thus respectfiiUy ask the Examiner to withdraw the 

rejection of claim 1. 

Claims 2-12 depend directly or indirectly from claim 1, and include all the 
limitations of claim 1. Applicants thus respectfully submit that DeLorme does not anticipate 
claims 2-12, and that the Examiner may withdraw the rejection of claims 2-12. 

Claim 13 is directed to a method that includes, among other things, presenting for 
display a content page requesting an order for a seat on a bus, a motor coach, or a van. But 
Applicants respectfully submit that DeLorme does not disclose or suggest presenting for display 
a content page requesting an order for a seat on a bus, a motor coach, or a van. Thus, Applicants 
ask the Examiner to withdraw the rejection of claim 13. 
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Claim 14 is directed to a method that includes, among other things, receiving data 
descriptive of an order for a seat on a bus, a motor coach, or a van. But Applicants respectfully 
submit that DeLorme does not disclose or suggest receiving data descriptive of an order for a 
seat on a bus, a motor coach, or a van. Thus, Applicants ask the Examiner to withdraw the 
rejection of claim 14, 

Claim 15 is directed to a method that includes, among other things, providing data 
descriptive of an order for a seat on a bus, a motor coach, or a van. But Applicants respectfully 
submit that DeLorme does not disclose or suggest providing data descriptive of an order for a 
seat on a bus, a motor coach, or a van. Thus, Applicants ask the Examiner to withdraw the 
rejection of claim 15. 

Claims 16-22 depend directly or indirectly from claim 15, and include all the 
limitations of claim 15. Applicants thus respectfully submit that DeLorme does not anticipate 
claims 16-22, and that the Examiner may withdraw the rejection of claims 16-22. 

Claim 23 is directed to a method that includes, among other things, receiving data 
descriptive of a request for a seat on a bus, a motor coach, or a van. But Applicants respectfully 
submit that DeLorme does not disclose or suggest receiving data descriptive of a request for a 
seat on a bus, a motor coach, or a van. Thus, Applicants ask the Examiner to withdraw the 
rejection of claim 23, 

Claim 24 is directed to a method that includes, among other things, receiving, over 
an internet network, a request for purchase of a seat on a bus, a motor coach, or a van for 
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carriage between a stop and an event. But Applicants respectfully submit that DeLorme does not 
disclose or suggest receiving, over an internet network, a request for purchase of a seat on a bus, 
a motor coach, or a van for carriage between a stop and an event. Thus, Applicants ask the 
Examiner to withdraw the rejection of claim 24. 

Claim 25 is directed to a method that includes, among other things, receiving, 
over an internet network, confirmation of a request for purchase of a seat on a bus, a motor 
coach, or a van. But AppHcants respectfully submit that DeLorme does not disclose or suggest 
receiving, over an internet network, confirmation of a request for purchase of a seat on a bus, a 
motor coach, or a van. Thus, Applicants ask the Examiner to withdraw the rejection of claim 25. 

Claim 26 is directed to a device that includes, among other things, means for 
receiving data descriptive of an order for a seat on a bus, a motor coach, or a van. But 
Applicants respectfully submit that DeLorme does not disclose or suggest means for receiving 
data descriptive of an order for a seat on a bus, a motor coach, or a van. Thus, Applicants ask the 
Examiner to withdraw the rejection of claim 26. 

Claim 27 is directed to a device that includes, among other things, means for 
presenting for display a content page requesting an order for a seat on a bus, a motor coach, or a 
van. But Applicants respectfully submit that DeLorme does not disclose or suggest means for 
presenting for display a content page requesting an order for a seat on a bus, a motor coach, or a 
van. Thus, Applicants ask the Examiner to withdraw the rejection of claim 27. 
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Claim 28 is directed to a device comprising, among other things, a processor 
configured to receive data descriptive of an order for a seat on a bus, a motor coach, or a van. 
But Applicants respectfully submit that DeLorme does not disclose or suggest a processor 
configured to receive data descriptive of an order for a seat on a bus, a motor coach, or a van. 
Thus, AppUcants ask the Examiner to withdraw the rejection of claim 28. 

Claims 29-31 depend directly or indirectly from claim 28, and include all the 
limitations of claim 28. Applicants thus respectfully submit that DeLorme does not anticipate 
claims 29-3 1 , and that the Examiner may withdraw the rejection of claims 29-3 1 . 

Claim 32 is directed to a computer-readable storage medium that includes 
processing instructions for directing a computer to perform the steps of, among other things, 
receiving data descriptive of an order for a seat on a bus, a motor coach, or a van. But 
Applicants respectfully submit that DeLorme does not disclose or suggest receiving data 
descriptive of an order for a seat on a bus, a motor coach, or a van. Thus, Applicants ask the 
Examiner to withdraw the rejection of claim 32. 
IV. Conclusion and Request for Reconsideration 

Applicants respectfully request reconsideration of all pending claims, withdrawal 
of the pending rejections, and allowance of all pending claims. If a telephone interview would 
advance prosecution of the application, the Examiner is invited to contact the undersigned.
